Iiiunigration. 

The public nrealraady awaro that an 
Immigration Conferccco was held at 
Ottawa laet year.and that British Col- 
umbia, in common with the other Pro- 
vinccF, WBB represented. It may not 
lie ko generally known that a national 
Bcheme of ImmiRrtHioD wasdecided opon, 
by which tho Dominion would bo repro- 
eentud by an Aaeni General at London, 
establish and maintain an Immigrant 
Agoncy and Qiarentino station at tho 
principal town in each Province, and 
make an annual grant to eaoh Province 
in aid of Immigration, This community 
■will regret to know that, owing to 
the fchemo derided upon at that 
Conferonoo not having yot been 
endorsed by the Dominion Government, this 
Province will not bftve nn opportunity of ac, 
quiet-dog in it lor tue present year; although 
It mnv, and doubtless will, give in its formal 
assent to tbe scheme. Under these circom. 
Blonces British Columbia will have to net in 
a great mettBtire unaided and slone, in so far 
bb tbe present year is coacerned. To attempt, 
therefore, to outer ibe European market with 
anytliinp'lilie * ropnlnr scbem. will, for the 
present, bo altogether out of tho question. 
Tbere is neither the lime nor the money at 
cur disposal to do that. There is ten thousand 
dollars'set down in the Estimates for Immi- 
gration purposes. What shall we do with It ? 
A Select Oommitto has just been appointed 
for the purpose, of answering that question. 
A local print lias presumed to assist that 
Committee to arrive at a conclusion. It says 
" Whatever immigration we are likely to get 
for sometime to come wo shall receiva from 
California, Oregon, and other adjacent States, 
nnd all this country need do in order to induce 
p eoplo to come here is to assure them if they 
J o come they willfind ready employment if they 
desire it, or that if they wish to take up land 
with a view of settling upon it tho Govern* 
ment will nid them in every possible way to 
suit themselves, by informing them where land 
may he obtained." This proposition wo must 
endorse. There is no doubt whetever that 
there are in the country alluded to thousands 
of precisely the clais of settlers wo most want, 
many of them having considerable means, and 
■who would lose no time in coming here 
could they bo put In possession of the naked 
truth respecting the chiracter, resources, nod 
advantages of tho country. TheBe, as a rule, 
aro a class who would require no pecuniary 
aid in coming here, and they are the men who 
would know how to take hold of any branch 
of industry appearing to present the most 
favorable opening. But we are unable to 
endorse the contradictory proposition by which 
tho above is immediately followed. To lay 
out tho tea thousand dollars on public works 
would not be to circulate tho information 
necessary to obtsin a desirable class of popu, 
Jation from neighboring countries. One»half 
of the Bum, at tho very lensf, would bo neces- 
ery for that purpose. And, besides, tho idle 
men at Son Francisco who would como hero 
to seek employment upon our public works 
aro not the men whom it iB most desirablo to 
obtain. To assert that by spending tbe amonnt 
on public works we would get all tho popu- 
lation we can tind rcom for is simply absurd. 
There are about three 1, undred thousand dol- 
lars to be expended on public works this 
year.and the supply of labor is likely to bo 
■very tar short, of the demand ; and tho addition 
of a paltry ten thousand would scarcely ex"rt 
the magical influence claimed lor it. It would 
Bppear lo be very much wiser that tho ten 
thousand dollars, or some part thereof, should 
be employed in procuring that class of popu- 
lation best calculated to cenfer permanent 
benefit upon the country. Tbe print already 
adverted to continues:-- "It would be neither 
wise nor prudent 10 bring people here without 
having something for tbem to do." Now, the 
truth is the Government is at its wits' end to 
know where the labor is to be obtained for 
all the public work) already projected, and 
the rules of 'wages already doiiauiied v.'ouid 
seem to justify the apprehension that much of 
tbe work niiirt either be left undone or else 
that it »ill cost nearly two prices. But we 
must look a little beyond the present year 
Oilier and larger public works aro before us, 
Works that in 'is' employ lens of thousand!), 
and u n I « 3 we set snout getting in farmers 
who shall supply the enormonsly increased 
demand it is lobe loured tb«i tbe country will 
be lound ill prepared to utilize the largeex- 
pendilures consequent thereon. It would 
nppear, therefore, lo be of the highest impor- 
tance that we should at ooce and in tbe most 
Jborougti earnest set about getting a larger 
addition to the population. As matt«rs now 
stand, it appears io us that tbe first step 
should be the establishment of an agency in 
SaoFrincitco and the nyalamaiic dissemin*, 
tioo throughout the Pacific States «s well as 
in U d Curmdrt and tlie United Kingdom of 
authentic i a formation respecting British 
Columbia, put up in a concise and pop a In r 
form. The upense ol such a Bcbeme nied 
not coit much, pieuablv would not exceed 
fivo thousand dollars,— the work in Klngland 
being carried on through Ibe Agent General 
ol the Dominion. British Columbia cannot 
afford to wnit till next year. Shu has waited 
too long already, and should make a com- 
mencement at once, no matter ou how Email 
a scale.

Tho disprj'o about tho 
is and is a, curious instuueo of 'ho in- 
ditlorenoe with which the lords ol many 
unocoupiod equaro nnlos gave away 
little bits hero, and little bits thoro, out. 
Of iho abundance cf their territorial 
wealth, it was arranged in tho Asb- 
'lurtou Treaty that u certain purallol of 
latitude should, ns regards the unocciu- 
iiied and utisuryeyed intorior oi the 
Norlh-Wesi, bo iho dividing l.ne be- 
iweoti tho two oountrios, but the coast 
map showed that this parallel would cut 
Vancouver's Island into two parte It 
nan therefore eventually agroed tha'., 
Great Britian should take tho wholo of 
that islaud, aud tho lo'iudary line 
was declared I ) delloct sontli wards; and 
lo bo carried between the island ond 
the mainland, Jiow carried 1 lu 'the 
middle of tbe channel' of courro. But 
years afterwards whuti the uoi ( .;ht)our- 
uood became ssulod and ships went to 
and Iro, it was found that there wore 
two channels — ono nearer iho mainland 
and another noar Yancouver's Island. 
If the chunticl close to tha CJiitinont 
were adopted, lingland would got Saii 
Juan ; il tho channel near Vancouver's 
Lsluud were adopted, San Juan would 
De given to America. Tuo dispute may 
he illustrated hy supposing that Boms 
great pott ntates of old dtvidedout our 
part ol tho globe botwoeo thorn without 
exactly knowing itsgeogrophy, giving Ireland 
to one and Ure..t Britain lo another, and de- 
claring that tho boundary was to ran in the 
middle of tho channel. What thou, would 
Oe doDe vvith the Jn'e of Man ? Sosb year* 
ago un American Geneul narrod Harney — a 
foolish, ho -he&dod Yankee— tried ti snatch 
a victory hy sanding American troops to taka 
porjession of tbo disputed ground, on the 
pretence that some Yankees had bojn iosul - 
od. President iyiichaoan ou tho advico ol 
General Scott, recalled fia aggressor — 
another instance ol "Buncombe" rabukad — 
and tho quostion has ever since remained un- 
solved. Following the procedent thoyhavesei 
in the Alabama qocftion iho American conr-
